It Is given out that the Lelgei 


Monthly of New York, the surce^r 
of the New York Ledger, the week- 


* 
ly story paper established and until 
bis death conducted by the late Rob- 
ert Bonner, and which brought him 
tast -wealth, Is In financial straits, 
and may be discontinued by the cor- 
poration that now owns it 


Time was when the New York 


Ledger was the best known and per- 
haps the best paying publication in 
the United States. Mr. Bonner not 
only correctly judged what the people 
wanted and would pay for, but be was 
as shrewd and daring an advertisar 
as P. T. Barnum 'himself. 
"When 


"Finny Fern," the sister of N. 
wfitti and later the wife of 3> 
Partoh; sprang into prominence 


raced. But every week or two for a 
number of years, until Dext«r's time 
was lowered by other horses, the 
Associated Press agents would send 
broadcast through tbe land 
such 


Items as "Mr. Bonner of the New 
York Ledger has as bis guest today 
Genera! Grant, and with the two in a 
Jight road wagon the peerless Dexter 
«peeied a mile in 2:19. without turn- 
ing a hair." In these tteuns it was al- 
wajs Mr. Bonner "of the New York 
Ledger;" and no doubt the $25,000 he 
paid for the horse returned him sev- 
eral hundred thousand dollars in free 
advertising. 


After bis death his sons continued 


the paper for a time as a weekly, and 
then changed it to a monthly; and 
about two years ago they sold it to a 
syndicate. But from tbe time of his 
death it commenced to 
decline in 


popularity; the peculiar faculty that 
bad built It up was lacking la his 
successors, and the times 
changed.

ger, for $10,000. For months before 
the first chapters were due to appear 
the statement that it was going to 
appear—and Kw much

paid for It—was heralded all through 
the country. When it did appear it 
was no great of a story; it was dull 
and bore all the marks of a contract 


Job; but it was worth a good deal 
more than $10,000 to th« Ledger as 
an advertisement. 


Along in the 70's, the reader of the 


country weekly, or the daily pub- 
lished in a small city, who found on 
the first page of his favorite paper a 
particularly interesting story of love 
or adventure, was likely to find ar> 
the close of the last paragraph, in the 
same type as the rest, and "run in" 
so as not to attract attention at a 
glance, the announcement that "The 
continuation of this thrilling and 
beautiful story can be found only in 
next week's New York Ledger, which 
can be procured" etc.

was always chopped off at an Inter- 
estins point, and the person who 
wanted to find out If the heroine es- 
caped with, her life and reputation un- 
damaged, or f&e hero succeeded in 
foiling the scheming villian, had to 
buy the Ledger to do it. Bonner paid 
the country papers liberally, and it 
was said that his expenditure for this 
kind of advertising exceeded $100,000 
a year for many years;

Proportion* of a Perfect
